“Shredded Lettuce—Snip the outer 
leaves. of crisp lettuce into fine shred@ 
with the kitchen scissors.

“Tomato Wedges—Remove skin and 
stem from small ripe tomatoes. Cut 
down lengthwise into %-inch wedges. 
Pour French dressing over them an@ 
chill one hour.

“Lemon Slices—These may be served 
plain or. sprinkled with minced parsley 
or chives.

Beautiful Homes for Every? Income

Windows of Charm and Dis- 
tinction

AVE you considered seriously the 
H decorative part that windows 
play—or may play—tn the plan- 
ning of beautiful hgmes? Undoubt- 
edly. Aud yet, did your thought go 
far beyond the mere curtaining of 
them? I am not so sure—for generally 
speaking, 1n spite of elaborate over- 
curtains and dainty undercurtains, 
American windows lack that friendly 
arrangement of plants and gay objects 
we find so charming on the Continent 
and in certain old Boston homes. 

Here we do not do half as much with 
our window gardens as does restrained, 
conventional Boston, where, in the old 
manner, almost every good Beacon Hill 
house has its little “bow” flower win- 
dow set out against the wall, or Inside 
shelves extended the length of the win- 
dow and filled with flowers and bits 
of beautiful old colored glass. 

This charming old treatment is &s 
fascinating to-day as it was in Cclo- 
nial times and fits so naturally into 
the schemes of BoSton homes that we 
would hesitate to add to or subtract 
from it, although in other surroundings 
bolder, modernistic groups might sug- 
gest themselves. 

With the vogue for colorful pottery 
and cacti in various shapes and shades 
we have the material for remarkable 
windows. Cacti pots, as queerly shaped 
as the plants themselves, are now avail- 
able in many different forms and col- 
ors, and it.is great fun to play with 
them, trying to fit the right species to 
the right pot or bowl. 

In arranging one group which ins 
cluded ‘a number of cacti, modern dra- 
péeties made a particularly good back- 
ground for the sctting. The over- 
curtains were of white cotton clidth 
with a design of pink and turquoise 
pointed leaves that have rather the 
feeling of cacti. The sill was not deep 
engugh for our purpose, so a very nar- 
row table was used as a shelf in front 
of the window. Over the top we 
placed a gover of silver fabricoid whip- 
ped with coral-colored wool. This 
practical cloth gave a neutral ground 
for the colored pots and also prevented 
damage to the table through moisture 
leaking from the pots. 

For our centrepiece we chose a mod- 
ern porcelain group showing a-mother 
tossing her baby high in the air, and 
we put the little lady under the shade 
of what seemed like a great pinkish- 
gray tree—in reality an echeveria, @ 
succulent cactus that is very beautiful 
in color and grows in the form of & 
tree. The bowl for this plant was of 

oft pearl-gray pottery with drippings 

f blue and pink along’the edge. 

Next to the cactus tree was a bowl 
of deep violet glass in which was grow- 
ing a little prickly puff ball cactys in 
shades of pink. The bow] on the left 
was a bright yellow ceramic filled with 
another form of cacti—a little flat, 
leafy thing. The tall vase was of tur- 
quoise blue which repeated the note of 
blue in the curtains. To the left of it 
was a most interesting pot—a copy of 
an old Roman urn of yellow iridescent 
glass, and in this was still another 


type of cacti in tones of grayish blue- 
green. 


The porcelain figure was in colors 
accenting and repeating those in the 
curtains, and the grouping as a whole 
was literally a study in color values, 
lighted by the sun as it streamed in 
through the window. 

The photograph shows a window 
that was planned to shut out an ugly 
view. Instead of using curtains to 
mark the window the glass was ré- 
moved and the ‘sash filled With opal- 
escent kapa-shell which lets in plenty’ 
of light for growing ferns and ivy, yet 
obscures the view. Here, too, we used 
LNA b o.

~Another pretty window treatment 
would be one using little swinging 
candle brackets attached to the win- 
dow frame and tapers which could be 
lighted at night. From the inside it 
is beautiful to see the light shining 
down through the green things—and 
the view is equally lovely to those who 
look tn from out of doors. 


With the keenest pleasure I remem- 
ber many interesting windows seen in 
German homes during my trips abroad.

In the winter, if one 
doesn't wish to use growing flowers, 
the white Pope's Money in a thin glass 
vase makes a lovely pattern against 
the window; orange balloons and bit- 
tersweet In copper or brass bowls are 
very effective; the pink pepper grass 
that comes from California is exquisite 
in bowls of pewter. 

If you have some old Colonial glass 
in bright hues of blue and ‘red, have 
some glass shelves built at intervals in 
the window and you will get beautiful 
blue and red reflections against the 
window pane. And a further word 
should be said about ofnaments: In 
using the more or less crude ceramic 
pots one should avoid colors that are 
too violent. The color of the pot 
sheuld not detract from the flowers, 
but is better when it is more or less 
neutral, or when chosen to accent the 
coloring of the plants.

World’s Window

PARIS, July. 
Van Loon's ‘ 
“Rembrandt” 

Hendrix Willem vai Loon came to 
Paris recently to say that he Is work- 
ing awey on a biography of Rem- 
brandt, Nothing in all Holland, per- 
haps, could pe 2s serviceable to him 
in recreating the atmosphere of the 
Golden Gentury of Dutch history in 
which Rembrandt ved as the very 
house and town in which the author 
resides. In Vere, Zealand, Dr. van 
Loon occupies one of those mediaeval 
mansions that were built by mer- 
chant princes when the town was a 
flourishing contre of trade. Vere has 
long since fallen into decline, but the 
mansions, which were built for eter- 
nity, remain intact. The rest of Hol- 
land is completely modernized. Vere, 
on the contrary, is heavily perfumed 
with the past, a past, let it be said, 
not without grandeur. Present day 
Vere has something of the melan- 
choly wistfulness of the dead cities 
of Flanders. And also something of 
their spirituality and mysticism. 
Soaked in that atmosphere for a few 
years, Dr. van Loon has perhaps felt 
more keenly the tragedy of Rem- 
branat’s life. He has, moreover, with- 
in a short distance from his home, at 
The Hague and Amsterdam, the mas- 
terpieces of the Dutch master and 
the archives which contain the 
painter's personal letters and effects. 
There was not much of the gayety of 
a Franz Hals in Rembrandt, nor was 
he a man of the boundless happy 
disposition of Pieter Brueghel, of 
whom the Flemish writer Timmer- 
mans has recently written a biog- 
raphy which is largely fictional be- 
cause of the slender data available 
on Brueghel's life. Dr. van Loon’s 
simple and effective style and pleas- 
ant humor, of which America had a 
sample recently in his work on Pietcr 
Stuyvesant, promises us a new dl- 
version of distinguished and absorbe 
ing interest.

soon as he learned about the special 
“stylo,” he purchased one of his own, 


and his colleague, Herr Bell, simply 
borrowed one from the writing room 
of a local Versailles hotel. In the 
confusion and emotion of the signing 
both trembled so that they had their 
fingers all smeared with ink, some- 
thing that did not happen to the 
Allied delesates. One cannot under- 
stand very well why the German 
Chancellor should make the fact 
public, The essential fact that he did 
sign remains.
